Allowable subject matter was indicated in the previous Office Action (Claims 4-6 

and 16-18 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim). 

In the present version of the claims Present version the base claim 1 contains 

only R selected from carboxylic acid and carboxylic ester and excludes carboxylic 

amide. 

Amended Claim 1 is allowable over cited Prior Art (Hayes in view of Ogo as 
evidences by Fischer), since the above references do not teach R selected from 
carboxylic acid and carboxylic ester as presently claimed.
